The Japanese insist 
that the Americans must treat the Japanese 
in this country as fairly as the Japanese 
treat Americans in Japan. They will insist

In other words, if the people of San Fran- 
- @sco will consent to allow Japanese chil- 
 @ren of school age now there to go to the 
_ public schools Japan will thereupon sign a 

treaty excluding all Japanese laborers from 
the United States during the life of the 
treaty. 

It is now up to California. The California 
delegation was at the White house by ap- 
pointment late this afternoon and as a re- 
sult of their conference they telegraphed to 
the president of the board of education of 
San Francisco and to the superintendent of 
schools asking them to come on to Washing- 
ton to hold a conference with the president 
and secretary of state. 


Up to Frisco Now. 

The Japanese question has now reached 
the point where exclusion can be had within 
a few weeks and the stream of Japanese im- 
migration into this country stopped for good 
and all if San Francisco will consent to put 
up with the students already in the schools 
and make the best of their presence there.

Confererce at the White House. 

The conference today, at which the presi- 
dent made the announcement was attended 
by all of the California representatives and 
both of the senators from that state. They 
‘were asked to come at 5:30 o’clock by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, and they were joined by 
Secretary Root on account of the delicate 
international situation and by Secretary Met- 
calf, who is a California man, and who, al- 
though he is now secretary of the navy, 
was, at the time when the Japanese question 
became acute, secretary of commerce and 
labor. 4 

During the discussion it was explained that 
the Japanese government has no disposition 
to encourage the emigration of its people to 
the United States. More particularly the 
Japanese government is unwilling that its 
people should come to this country when 
there is every evidence of special hostility 
to them not only on the Pacific coast but to 
@ smaller degree in other sections. At the 
same time, as was stated at the conference, 
the Japanese insisted that they had a right 


tio expect that their citizens in this coun- 


try. who had come here in the regular way 
and who obeyed the laws, should be entitled 
to exactly the same treatment as was given 
to the Americans temporarily residing in 
Japan. On that account the Japanese were 
inclined to insist that the authorities not

Wants Only Fair Treatment. 
4 Furthermore, the Japanese government has 
taken the ground that its citizens temporari- 
ly residing in the United States are entitled 
to exactly the same treatment as citizens 
ot any other friendly nation. That is to say, 
0 long as San Francisco permits German, 
French,. or English aliens to enter its schools, 
the Japanese insist that their students are 
entitled to the same privilege. They would 
not object to à local regulation barring out 
adult students, nor would they have cause

BIG DELAY IN RUSH HOUR 


Loss to the Union Traction Company 
Nearly $200,000. 


Fire early this morning destroyed the im- 
menee Mmite barnes of the Chicago Union 
Traction company et North Clark street and 
Dewey place. : 

It ie believed fully 150 cars, many of them 
big new ones, will be destroyed. 

The blaze started shortly after 4 o'clock 
and swept with lightning rapidity through 
the two story structure. At the time the 
entire second floor was crowded with sum- 
mer cars, and many of the new cars were 
strung along the tracks on the first floor. 

It ie believed the loss will exceed $200,000. 

A general alarm was sounded, and more 
than fifty engines rushed to the scene, but 
at 4:30 o'clock the bullding was reported as 
doomed. 

The burning of the building will seriously 
affect traffic on the north side lines for some 
time to come.

Frederick Head and Wife Will 
Rest in the Same Grave. 


SWEETHEARTS TO THE LAST. 


Life of Couple, Both Past 70, Filled 
with Acts of Devotion. 


Four days ago aged Frederick Head tot- 
tered into the room of his wife, kissed her, 
pressed her wasted hands, and murmured: 

“If we only can go together I'll ask noth- 
ing more.” 

“ Ah, yes, if we only can go together.“ re- 
peated the woman, who had traveled through 
life with him for more than half a century. 

Both were blind. They had not looked on 
each other's face for two years. Both had 
passed the three score and ten mark. 

And the old couple had their wish. Mr. 
Head died Tuesday night. His wife yielded 


up her spirit last night. Their deaths were | 


but twenty-four hours apart. 

It is a singularly pathetic story. This old 
couple, heavy with years, with no children 
to cheer their last days, lived at 1782 Wabash 
avenue. Two years ago Mr. Heads sight 
began to fail. Almost at the same time the 
companion of his joys and his sorrows found 
it difficult to see objects distinctly. In 
time both were totally blind. Then their

these unfortunates, and have heard most 
harrowing tales in regard to them. Case- 
ment, the English consul, whose report to the 
British government has caused so much agi- 
tation, and who described many cases of 
mutilation, himself saw but a single case; 
and that case, though put forward by the 
missionaries as an example of state atroci- 
ties, was finally withdrawn by them, as .he 
subject had not been mutilated by human as- 
sailants, but by a wild boar. Casement trav- 
eled many miles and spent much time in 
securing the materia! for his indictment, and 
yet saw but this one case. We saw a single 
case of mutilation. It was a boy at Ikoko, 
probably some 12 years old. He had been 
found, a child of 8 or 4 years, by the side of 
his dead mother, after a punitive expedition 
had visited the town. His mother’s body had 
been mutilated and the child’s hand cut off. 
We might have seen a second case of this 
sort at this place if we had searched for her. 
There is a second there. 


‘Mutilation an Ancient Custom. 


No one, I think, would desire to excuse the 
barbarity of cutting off the hands of either 
dead or living, but we must remember that 
the soldiers in these expeditions are natives, 
and in the excitement and bloodthirst roused 
by a military attack they relapse to ancient 
customs. There has, indeed, been consider- 
able question recently whether the cutting 
off of hands is really a native custom. Sir 
Francis De Winton, himself an Englishman, 
and Stanley's successor in the administration 
of the Congo state, says that was. And 
Glave says: In every village in this section 
(Lukolela) will be found slaves of both sexes 
with one ear cut off. This is a popular form 
of punishment_in an African village. It is 
not at all unusual to hear such threats as 
„ will cut your ear off,’ ‘I will sell you,’ or 
‘I will kill you,’ and often they are said in 
earnest.” Where such custome were con- 
stant in native life it is not strange that they 
have laste@ on into the present. 

Of course, in this connection we must not 
forget that mutilation of dead bodies is not 
by any means confined to the Congo Free 
State, nor to ite natives. Only a few months 
ago, in Southern Africa, the British force cut 
off the head of a hostile chief. When the 
matter was investigated the excuse given 
was that it was done for purposes of indenti- 
fication, and that the body was afterwards 
brought in and buried with it. 


Problem of Rubber Supply. 
The most of the difficulty with the natives 
of the Congo Free State of course comes 
in connection with the demand to gather rub- 
ber. The native hates the forest; he dislikes 
to gather rubber; it takes him from his home,

Husband Sweetheart to Last. 

Finally Mrs. Head became so feeble that 
she was unable to leave her bed. Every morn- 
ing her husband, sweetheart to the last, sat 
by her.He would caress with his feeble hands 
the silvery hair that he could not see. 

„ Mother.“ he would say, vou are looking 


better today.”’ 
“You flatterer,” the old wife would say, 


always cheerful. 

The old man also became feeble. His 
rheumatic joints pained him so that he could 
walk across the room only with great dif_l- 
culty. But he never forgot to make his 
morning visit to his good old wife. 

Then there came the hour of the pathetic 
last visit, four days ago, when the old man, 
against the wishes of the nurse, insisted upon 
putting on his dressing gown and leaving his 
bed, for he had grown s0 debilitated that, 
likeshis wife, he could no longer sit up. 

“¥ fear I am growing old.“ he said, as he 
kissed the woman, who smiled through her 
tears as she held his hand closely. They 
gay I should not get up.“ N 

Last Farewell Is Pathetic 

Tt was then that this loving old couple took 
farewell of each other, with the hope—a 
hope that was realized—that they would 
leave this world together. 

And when Frederick Head died, his nurse 
and théir friends aa not tell his wife, but 
the old woman, mi sing his morning visit, 
as she had missed his visit of the three pre- 
vious days, understood. She did not hear the 
tapping of his cane, when he wished to call 
the nurse—or to cheer his wife—the only 
means of communication that she had left 
with her aged husband. Soshe refused nour- 
ishment and folded her hands and died. 

Frederick Head was 75 years old. His 
wife was 74. Mr. Head was a native of 
Oneida county, N. T., and was married at his 
wife's native town in Connecticut before he 
came to Chicago fifty-two years ago. For 
forty years he was an employé of the United 
Express company. He held some minor cler- 
ical place until he was retired for old age. 

The nearest relative of the old couple, 
a cousin, W. J. Head, lives at 87 Rush street. 
He said their life was beautiful. They will 
be buried in the same grave.

Ordinance Will Be Passed. 

The traction ordinances, under which Chi- 
cago will secure adequate and decent street 
car service, will be passed Monday night 
with the contingent referendum clause, ac- 
cording to plans made yesterday, regardless 
of the legal status of the petition. 

The mayor’s advisers claimed last night 
that the policemen and other city employés 
had brought in 92,000 signatures, and that 
Raymond Robins, one of the “ unofficial” 
city chiefs, had passed upon them as cor- 
reet. The Referendum league and the Inde- 
pendehce league said they had 80,000. 


Investigation Will Proceed. 


The passage of the traction ordinances 
Monday night will not halt the inquiry to 
establish the legality of signatures which 
appear on the referendum petitions. If the 
election commission finds the number of 
bona fide signatures below 86,000 there will 
be no referendum. 

Preparations are being made to check up 
the signatures as soon as the petition is filed. 
Ald. Frank I. Bennett and other members 
of the council finance committee held a con- 
ference in the morning with Chief Clerk 
Powell of the election board and were told 
that the cost of the inquiry contemplated 
by Ald. Harris’ resolution will be from $10,000 
to $15,000. The time necessary to do the 
work, it was said, will be about four weeks, 
though Mr. Robins’ single handed inquiry 


occupied? but four days. 
Kitchen Cabinet View Wrong. 

Mayor Dunne's kitchen cabinet was under 
the impression yesterday that the investiga- 
tion of the petition would prevent the pas- 
gage of the ordinances until the election 
board's work was done. i 

“The council can’t pass the measures, 
said Addison Blakely, with considerable sat- 
istaction, “ until the investigation has con- 
cluded. It will take weeks.”

HUSBANDS 70 BE PAROLED, 


Good Ones on West Side to Take 
Temporary Charge of Bad. 


PLAN OF JUDGE CLELAND. 


He Will Greet Forty Disagreeing Fam- 
ilies Tomorrow Night. 


Parole bad husbands to good husbands. 

Is that the proposition which will cure the 
evil of wife desertion and repair shattered 
hougeholdse? Chicago ie to be permitted to 
see whether it is a rémedy. 

Judge McKenzie Cleland of the Maxwell 
street Municipal court will make the test. 
He will “receive” tomorrow evening at 7 
o’clock for the principals in forty cases of 
marital infelicity. 

Originally it was expected that the jurist 
would have as special guests Mayor Dunne, 
Controller McGann, and Ald. Fick and 
Bowler, but the inyitations—more properly 
subpcenas—which were issued for these four 
personages have not been served. The four 
were not, of course, among the forty, but 
were wanted as witnesses to the judge's 
home-repairing methods. His plan is elab- 
orate, and he hopes it will heal mang a do- 
mestic breach in the southwest side of town. 

The decision to parole recreant husbands 
to substantial men of the neighborhood has 
ite origin, in a sense, in a clash which took 
place some weeks ago between Judge Cleland 
and the mayor. The judge criticised the mayor 
for pardoning two convicted men without in- 
vestigating the merits of the casé. Then the 
mayor and the controller countered on the 
judge with allegations that he was assessing 
fines and then suspending them, thus depriv~ 
ing the city of a source of income. 


Forty Domestic Rows Continued. 

Since the accusations were made against 
him Judge Cleland has continued over forty 
cases of marital unhappiness until tomorrow 
night. The defendants are to report con- 
cerning their conduct and Judge Cleland 
will decide at that time whether the fines 
shall be remitted or collected, or whether 
the probationary period shall be lengthened. 

A volunteer corps of parole officers among 
the business men of the district will be or- 


| ganized as part of the general scheme of 


the reformation of men who abuse their 
families. Judge Cleland in the afternoon 
had a consultation with the attorneys who 
practice in his court and enlisted their 
codperation. They agreed to find business 
men in the district who would each promise 
to keep watch in a friendly way over one 
family. The list will be prepared and the 
business men are expected to be in court Fri- 
day night to get their wards. 


Fines Make Situation Worse. 

The system has been worked out by 
Judge Cleland after conferences with repre- 
sentatives from the bureau of charities, the 
United Hebrew charities and Hull house. 

“To fine husbands in such cases is more 
than useless,“ Judge Cleland sald. “If they 
pay their fine the money comes, of course, 
from their families, who endure greater pri- 
vation. If they don't pay their fine they go to 
the bridewell and the family is t 8 n on 

ons. 

When they come out after having served 
their time they have lost their jobs. They 
return home and find their families in a 
wretched condition. The inclination is to 
abandon their families. 

“We are trying to teach these men that 
they must support their families. They are 
put on a week’s probation and if they pass 
through that satisfactorily their case is con- 
tinued for a longer period. They understand 
that their conduct must be beyond reproach 
or the bridewell term which is hanging over 
them, must be served. 


One Sample Case. 

“Not long ago a man and wife came be- 
fore me, the wife complainirg against the 
husband of drunkenness and abuse. I never 
saw any one so dirty or for whom I enter- 
tained so little hope. I continued the case 
for a week and told the man that he must 
not touch a drop of liquor. A week later the 
case was called and I did not recognize them. 

Both were clean and they seemed better 
nourished. I asked them if they wanted to 
try the experiment a while longer. The 
wife at once said she did. The husband hesi- 
tated, and then through the interpreter asized 
permission to have a glass of beer with his 
supper after he returned from work. Their 
case Will come up Friday night, also.“ 


Politicians Stay Away Now. 

The judge sald he would not have the writs 
served on the mayor and the other politicians. 
„The issuance of the writs has served the 
purpose intended,“ he said. It has taught 
the politicians they must leave this court 
alone. There has been no further attempt 
to Interfere with the administration of jus- 
tice. I have not seen a politician in my court 
since they were issued and the police inform 
me that theyzhave even kept away from the 
station 


JOHN D. ROCKEFELLER, ACTOR, 
CRUSHED BY FALLING GUN. 


Fatal Accident on Stage of Academy of 
Music Caused by Gatling Machine 
Used in Enacting a Melodrama, 


John D. Rockefeller, an actor at the Acad~ 
emy of Music, a west side theater, was in- 
stantly killed yestetday afternoon by the fall 
of a gatling gun used in the play, A Child of 
the Regiment.” The gun, which weighs 460 
pounds, crushed Rockefeller’s head. 

In the last act of the play a temporary plat- 
form is erected six féet above the level of the 
stage. On this the gatling gun is operated. 

After the close of the matinée Rockefeller 
and Charles McCoy were lowering the gun 
from the platform. Rockefeller slipped and 
fell to the floor. McCoy was unable to con- 
trol the gun alone and it fell, striking Rocke- 
feller on the head as he lay on the floor. He 
was killed instantly. 

Rockefeller was 24 years old, unmarried, 
and lived at 110 West Forty-ninth street, New 
York. He was a brother of Mrs. C E 
Blaney, author of several melodramas.

The commissioner of health yesterday is- 
sued a formal statement in which he advised 
the cancellation of social gatherings, especi- 
ally those involving children, and the elim- 
ination as far as possible of all assembling 
where there is danger of a spread of con- 
tagion. 2 

While he does not believe the closing of the 
schools of the city a wise step, as, in a way 
it would lead to more general exposure by 


streets, Dr. Whalen stated that the official 
returns of the last few days have shown 
that the danger is on the increase rather than 
the decline, as he was led to bélieve for a 
time, by a diminution im the appearance of 
new cases. : 

There is no way.“ he said. whereby the 
epidemic can be checked without the assist- 
ance of the people in preventing exposure to 
infection. Quarantine regulations cannot be 
enforced as strictly as martial law, and the 
thousands of germs resulting from one case 
are sufficient to scatter the disease through 
several blocks. 

The only way to prevent this absolutely 
would be the complete isolation of each and 
every invalid; and, as that is impossible with 
our lack of facilities, the next best thing is 
to avoid the intermingling of people such 
as occurs in dances, receptions, public meet- 
ings, and other gatherings.” 


Dr. Whalen’s Formal Statement. 


Dr. Whalen's formal statement was as fol- 
ows: 

“In view of the prevailing conditions 
throughout the city as to cOmtagious dis- 
eases and the necessity of leaving nothing 
undone that may aid in preventing the fur- 
ther spread of these diseases, the commis- 
sioner of health feels impelled to ask the 
codperation of the general public in the fight 
the department is now making to suppress 
the present outbreak. 

The commissioner believes that great aid 
can be rendered the department if pedple 
throughout the city will, for the time being, 
call off and cancel all social engagements as 
far as possible. 

“ Especially would he ask that all balls, 
parties, and public gatherings of a social 
nature be abandoned, say for the next few 
weeks. 

“It is well understood that contagion is 
spread by the intermingling of people. With 
the cooperation already secured on the part 
of the transportation lines in disinfecting 
their cars and cleansing them the danger 
from travel has perhaps been reduced to a 
minimum. 

But the gathering together in buildings, 
halls, and residences, of crowds of people is, 
of course, at the present time a source of 
danger. 

“The commissioner earnestly asks the 
operation of the people in this respect and 
believes, if complied with, good results will 
immediately follow.“ 


Spread of the Epidemic. 


The increase of scarlet fever and diphtheria 
continued during the day, and while the total 
of 314 cases of the former did not equal the 
mark of the previous day, 407, it was greater 
by almost 100 than any other day during the 
epidemic. Diphtheria again rose to a high 
mark, 55 new cases being reported. 

Commissioner’ Whalen and his department 
will be subjected to an examination this aft- 
ernoon by the council committee qn health, 
in accordance with resolutions introduced by 
Ald. Moynihan Monday evening. The chair- 
man of the committee, Ald. P. L. Hoffman, 
stated last evening that the duty of dete» 
mining the efficiency or the inefficiency of 
the department is of more importance than 
the settlement of the wrangle between Dr. 
Whalen and Building Commissioner Bartzen.

“To many persons the annual automobile 
show may seem à small thing.“ said Mr. 
Miles. It will surprise them to learn what 
a great thing it is, not only to the automobile 
men themselves; but to all of Chicago. 

In the first place, it will bring probably 
10,000 to 15,000 persons to Chicago from 
all parts of the central states. These per- 
sons are the sort that spend money.

When we consider how much money is 
spend by the government annually, how 
many millions are turned into deep water- 
ways, tt is surprising that a little money 
cannot be spent upon good roads, which cer- 
teinly. would benefit every man, woman, and 
child in the country,” said Mr. Boardman. 
We need cotperation between all the good 
roads organizations in the country. There 
are many such organizations, and they are 
strong enough, if they worked together. to 
convince the government of the need of 
these roads. 

When the roads are poor everybody in 
the country is affected. If the farmer can- 
not haul his produce to market there is a 
scarcity, prices soar, and the man who prob- 
ably never sees those poor roads suffers as 
much as the farmer.“ 

The automobile club should represent the 
average automobile opinion,“ said President 
Ira M. Cobe of the Chicago Automobile club. 
It shouldn't represent the man who sprints 
through the streets at twenty-five or thirty- 
five miles an hour or the man who pokes 
along at ten miles an hour. What we do need 
and what every automobile club should fight 
for is uniform legislation such as will not 
permit a village to haul us up for violating 
laws that we never heard of and that are not 
enforced more than half of the time.“

Vote Against Contract Made. 

As soon as the report was read an excep- 
tion was made to the amount of the bill, and 
a motion to refuse payment was offered. 
President Ritter explained that the board 
had entered into a contract with McKay, 
and that a — to pay the bill would 
amount to an attempt to break a contract. 

At once the motion not to pay the bill was 
withdrawn and a motion ordering the bill 
paid was made. In the face of President Rit- 
ter’s explanation that a contract had been 
made with Mr. McKay, on theroll call Trust- 
ees Raymond Robins, Wiley W. Mills, and 
Wladyslaw A. Kuflewski voted against the 
payment of the bill. After considerable 
routine business had been transacted Trustee 
Mills obtained the floor.

Wiley Mills Is Censured. 


President Ritter ruled the motion out of 
order, hand when Trustee Robins rose to pro- 
test against the ruling President Ritter or- 
dered the boardrooms cleared of all outsiders. 
Before the order could be carried out by 
Secretary Larson Trustee Harding obtained 
the floor. 

It is exceedingly poor taste on the part 
of any member to make such a motion,“ he 
began, his face red with anger. Such a 
motion is a reflection upon the attorneys of 
the board and upon the president of this 
board. It is strange that members who did 
not attend the committee session and are un- 
familiar with the facts in the case should 
presume to make such a motion.“ . 

Trustee Mille declared he had been before 
the buildings and grounds committee, and 
had learned enough to warrant him in making 
the motion. The boardrooms then were 
cleared, and in the secret session it was re- 
vealed that Aaron S. McKay was the real 
estate expert who had been employed by 
the board to help them in their litigation with 
their State street leaseholders. 


Need McKay as Witness. 

It was declared that McKay had been re- 
sponsible for the greatly increased valua- 
tions placed on all the downtown property 
of the school board, and that refusal to pay 
him practically would mean that the board 
would lose its star witness in the pend- 
ing litigation before Judge Windes. 

It was also brought out that another con-. 
tract has been entered into by the board with 
McKay, under which he is to collect the tes- 
timony for the board as to the valuation of 
the property in the block between Dearborn, 
Monroe, State, and Madison streets, and to 
procure witnesses to testify for the board 
in the pending litigation. 

It was pointed out, furthermore, that the 
board has had considerable difficulty in se- 
curing witnesses willing to testify to the 
valuations placed by it on this property, 
which are held to be exorbitant by the lease- 
holders. ‘ 

Although this explanation resulted in the 
defeat of the Mills motion, both Trustees 
Mills and Robins announced that they would 
oppose the making of further contracts with 
McKay. 


White Attacks De Bey Plan. 

Early in the meeting Trustee R. A. White 
bitterly attacked the plan outlined in the 
report of the committee, headed by Dr. De 
Bey, calling for the organization of an ad- 
visory council of school teachers. Dr. White 
characterized the plan as only a ‘* pretense ”’ 
at *‘democratizing the school system and 
said instead of establishing a democracy it 
would put in power an oligarchy, of which 
the teachers’ union would be the head. 

The De Bey report calls on the present 
school councils, which Dr. White said are 
controlled by the teachers’ union, to draft 
@ plan for the organization. of the new ad- 
visory councils. 

Jam opposed to this plan,“ declared Dr. 
White, ‘‘ because it is not democratic. It 
proposes to establish democracy in the 
school, but that is only a pretense. What 
it will establish is a form of government that 
is almost opposite to a democracy.“ 


Sees Plot of Oligarchy. 

Dr. White pleaded that under the De Bey 
plan all reports would come to the board 
from the small central council of teachers 
instead of from the teachers in each school. 

If we are going to have democracy Why 
not have true democracy, direct democracy, 
instead of representative democracy?“ he de- 
manded. This plan means that the new 
council would simply fall into the hands of 
that small coterie of teachers which might 
happen to be in the ascendem cy If the teach- 
ers’ union happened to be in the ascendencey 
it would put the union in control. It would 
simply establish a democracy in name which 
in reality would be an oligarchy.” 

Dr. White concluded by declaring that the 
real democracy would be to give those who 
are not interested commercially in the schools 
—the parents of the pupile—a hand in their 
government. 

On motion of Mrs. Emmons Blaine action on 
the report was deferred for two weeks. 


Charge of Bad Faith Made. 

When the question of adopting the trust 
speller—the ‘‘ Progressive Course in Spell- 
ing, published by the American Book com- 
pany—came up, Trustee O’Ryan objected to 
that portion of the.report which made the 
use of a speller optional with teachers. He 
charged the board members with repudiat- 
ing their own referendum. 

Trustee Spiegel then opposed the selection 
of the trust book. 

„ believe in being consistent,” he said,

those who denounced the bock trust 80 
vigorously a few months ago are now rec- 
ommending the adoption of a trust book. I 
can’t understand this change of heart.’’

Grosscup Overrules Motion. 

The other developments of the day in the 
traction situation took place at Judge Peter 
S. Grosscup’s court, where the judge over- 
ruled a motion on behalf of Jacob Baur, a 
stockholder and creditor of the West Chi- 
cago Street railway, to inquire into the action 
of the receivers of the Union Traction com- 
pany in agreeing to a settlement of the trac- 
tion question. It developed later that Mr. 
Baur's $5,000 certificate of indebtedness had 
been issued in place of a former certificate 
issued to an eastern trust company, so that 
his righte were fully protected. 

The court also declined to give an imme- 
date ruling on the intervening petition of 
the minority stockholders in the National 
Guaranty company last fall. 

Attorneys Henry Crawford and Charles 
H. Aldrich, who with Noble B. Judah ap- 
peared for Baur, said that the court’s order 
would not be accepted as final with them 
and talked of an appeal. 

Mr. Aldrich moved that the court assign 
another judge to hear the case. He repre- 
sented that the West Chicago Street rail- 
way was a solvent corporation and asked 
that the receivers be discharged. He de- 
clared that the receivers had entered into 
negotiations for the settlement of the trac- 
tion question without regard to the rights 
of minority stockholders. ‘‘ Mere dummies 
in the interest of the Union Traction com- 
pany,” was what he called the receivers. 


Try to Withhold Information, 


Judge Grosscup attempted to learn how 
much stock Baur possessed and when he ac- 
quired it. The attorneys did not care to 
give the information. 

The court records, as was discovered later, 
showed that Baur owned ten shares of stock 
that he had purchased some time in Decem- 
ber. It ‘also was discovered that his cer- 
tificate of indebtedness had been issued about 
the same time in place of a former certifi- 
cate issued to an eastern trust company, 
which already had answered and submitted 
to the jurisdiction of the court. 

Soon after the case had been disposed of 
W. W. Gurley. John Maynard Harlan, Henry 
A. Blair, and W. J. Calhoun departed for New 
York for a conference with the capitalists 
who are to furnish the money for a reorgan- 
ization of the Union Traction company and 
a rehabilitation of its lines.

OIL SOAKED COAT FOUND. 


Despite Facts Revealed by Inves- 
tigation of Burned Store No 
Warrant Is Issued. 


That W. R. Wieboldt and his daughter 
Martha, who disappeared on Sunday night, 
after an attempt had been made to burn the 
Wieboldt furniture store at 1302 Belmont 
avenue, have fled from the city or are being 
secreted by their friends, and that no thought 
of suicide is in their minds, was the con- 
elusion reached last night by Capt. Thomas 
Kane of the Sheffield avenue police station, 
who abandoned the hunt after three days’ 
work. Both the police department and fire 
attorney's office confese to being at their 
wits’ end im the case. 

The third day’s developments in the mys- 
terious case, which included a statement by 
E. P. Langworthy, Wieboldt’s attorney, that 
Wieboldt had committed suicide and that he 
knew where the daughter could be found, 
were branded by the police as part of a plot 
to throw the searchers from the trail of the 
fugitives. 

“The letter which we received from an 
unknown quarter containing the second 
threat of suicide, and the story of this law- 
yer all work in with my theory*that the 
police are being blinded,“ said Capt. Kane. 
“ Langworthy’s story looks like a fabrica- 
tion in several parts.“ 


Attorney’s Story to Police. 

Attorney Langworthy sprang into the ime- 
light with the startling statement that he 
knew Wieboldt had committed suicide. Sift- 
td down his story is as follows: 

* Wieboldt did not set fire to hig store. He 
would suffer a good deal, however, before he 
would expose the person whose crime he 
would have been forced to bear. 

I knew nothing of the case until Monday 
morning when I received a telephone message 
from Mrs. A. Stein, Wieboldt’s sister, that 
something had happened. I found the gin 
and can put my hand on her at any time.

Left Girl to Jump Into Lake. 

„After the fire they went to the Stein resi- 
dence on Wabash avenue.

„ Wieboldt owed about $20,000. He was 
pressed by Dr. Spirkel for a debt, and made 
up his mind to end his troubles. 

„Then, the fire coming on top of all this de- 
termined him. He knew he would be dis- 
graced for life, although innocent. When the 
suicide note was written the father and 
daughter had planned to die together, but 
Wieboldt later begged the girl to live to vin- 
dicate his honor. She will be produced in 
court if necessary.

Inspectors Appointed by State Super- 
intendent of Insurance to Watch 
Big Vote Canvass Declare a Fair 
Count Is Impossible—Say After Six 
Weeks Work Is Secarcely Started 
and Will Take Several Months at 
Least to Complete, 


New York, Jan. 80.—Because they are con- 
vinced that the canvass is a farce, that it 
cannot possibly be fair, and that it will take 
several months at least to accomplish, two 
of the New York Life Insurance company's 
election inspectors have thrown up the job 
in disgust. 

They are Attorney E. G. Kinkead of Cin- 
cinnati, O., the representative of the In- 
ternational Policyholders’ committee on the 
board, and Frederick W. Marks, a merchant 
ot this city, and an independent member of 
the board. 


Gives Up a Hopeless Task. 

In his letter of resignation to State Super- 
intendent of Insurance Otto Kelsey Mr. 
Marks says: 

When the position of inspector of elec- 
tions was offered to me I was told that the 
maximum of time that would be required 
would be six weeks. We are now entering 
our seventh week, and the actual canvass of 
votes is just beginning. The process under 
existing conditions has impressed me as 
being farcical. 

A careful reading of section 94 of the in- 
surance law under which the election of di- 
rectors for the New York Life Insurance 
company is being held, reveals the fact that it 
was phrased in such a manner as to admit of 
many interpretations as to its meaning. This 
will necessarily produce an unfair result and 
one which is diametrically opposite to that 
which was intended by the framers of the 
statute, 

It is my opinion, that unless some radical 
change of method is made it will require sev- 
eral months more to complete the canvass.”

SHAW HAS NEW TARIFF PLAN. 


Proposes Bonded Section Into Which 
Raw Material May Come Duty 
Free to Be Manufactured. 


Concord, N. H., Jan. 30.—Secretary Shaw 
epoke before the New Hampshire board of 
trade this evening on A Foreign Market 
for American Labor.“ During the course of 
his address Secretary Shaw developed an 
idea of bonded factories ona large scale. He 
said: 

“Suppose we bond a seotion of land con- 
taining several thousand acres. Within this 
bonded territory all kinds of factories could 
be built and into this zone all kinds of raw 
material could be entered without the pay- 
ment of duty.

Features of the Bill. 
The bill provides for the creation by pop- 


ular vote of anti-saloon territory, within 
which the sale of intoxicating liquors and the 
licensing of the same shall be prohi 


ted. 
Anti-saloon territory means all territory 


within the limits of any county, town, pre- 
cinct, city, village, ward, or ward subdivision. 


“Ward subdivision’’ means any voting 


precinct or election precinct which is a sub- 
division of a ward less than the whole ward. 


Voting on antl-saloon propositions is to be 


done at regular elections. 


How to Vote on It. 


In order to provide for the submission of 


the anti-saloon question to the voters a peti- 
tion containing the signatures of at least one- 
fourth of the legal voters of the political sub- 
division affected, cast at the last election, 
must be filed with the clerk (county, city, 
village, etc., as the case may be) at least sixty 
days before the election. The petition must 
be open to the inspection of the public. 


A vote under the provisions of the act shall 


become operative on the fifteenth day after 
the election. In the counting of ballots the 
judges are required to allow one legal voter 
selected by those in favor of the proposition 
and one seelcted by those against it to be 
present. The clerk is required to keep a rec- 


rd of the result of such vote, and where the 


record shows that a majority of the legal 
voters voted yes this record shall be prima 
facia evidence that the political subdivision 


ffected has become anti-saloon territory. 
All territory within any political subdivis- 


fon which has become anti-saloon territory 
shall continue to be anti-saloon territory 
throughout its entire extent, notwithstanding 
any change which may be made in the limits 


f any such political subdivision, until the 


legal voters thereof have voted to discon- 
tinue such territory. 


Fines Provided For. 
The disposal of liquor in anti-ealoon terri- 


tory carries a fine of from $20 to $100 or jail 
imprisonment of from ten to thirty days,

Illinois Act, if Passed, Stronger ip 
Some Ways than Federal laws. 


A combination pure food and dairy bill, 
similar in many details to the national law, 
will be introduced in the state legislature 
this week and a strong effort will be made to 
secure its passage. Some opposition is ex- 
pected from the creamery interests, as the 
standards of milk products are to be raised. 
but the wholesale grocers are said to pe in 
favor of it, as are other interests which will 


be affected. 

Commissioner A. Hanby Jones is now in 
Springfield, and it was his intention to have 
the bill introduced yesterday, but the whole- 
tale grocers have asked that a conference be 
held, as they wish certain sections strength- 
ened. The grocere ask that it be more clearly 
shown that the manufacture as well as sale 
of impure food products is a violation of the 
law. The conference date has been set for 
not later than Friday, although the bill may 
| be introduced in the meantime. 


Stronger than National Law. 

In some ways the Illinois law, in case the 
bill is passed, will be stronger than the one 
‘adopted by congress. In the definition of the 
word food this is especially true. The gov- 
ernment law specifies this as anything used 
for food, drink, confectionery, or condiment 
by man or other animals, whether simple, 
mixed, or compound.“ To this definition the 
state authorities have added, and any sub- 
stance used as a constituent in the manufac- 
ture thereof.” By this addition there will 
be no question of the state’s right to act with 
reference to baking powders, yeast, and other 
substances of which there is some question 
in the national law. 

In the state law, however, the question of 
drugs is not touched upon, as Commissioner 
Jones holds that is a matter which more 
properly should be handled’ by the state 
board of pharmacy. An effort will be made, 
however, to have some sort of codperation 
between these two state departments, as the 
pharmacy board has no means of conducting 
analytical examinations. 


Will Benefit Dairymen. 

The opposition expected from the dairy 
interests will simmer down, it is believed, 
when it is known that the changes asked in 
the state law will only raise the standards 
of milk and its products up to the require- 
ments in. the national law. Thus, as in the 
case of milk, the required amount of milk 
fat being raised from 3 to 3% per cent, there 
will be no advantage to a dealer to advertise 

isconsin or Indiana milk as being better 
than that of other dealers because his is 
under government inspection. 

“This is really of little moment,” said 
State Analyst T. J. Bryan yesterday, and 
I think there will be no-trouble when we 


business interests to support the bill. The 
same is true of the ice cream section, which 
fixes a standard of not less than 14 per cent 
of milk fats. That is also a government 
standard and the dealers could not afford 
to have Indiana manufacturers ship ice 
cream across the line and advertise it as 
better than a home made product. If such 
fice cream is too rich, as some of them claim, 
let them make a milk ice, label it as such, 
and create a market for that commodity.” 


Other Articles Named. 

Among the other things for which a stand- 
ard is named are: butter, cheese, black pep- 
per, cloves; lemon, orange, and. other ex- 
tracts; olive oil, and vinegar. The use of 
glucose, under the name of corn sirup, is 
permitted, for it has been demonstrated that 
it is not unhealthful and in reality adds to 
the quality of some food products, although 
the name glucose does not convey an idea 
of palatability. 

It was thought best not to estdblish too 
intricate a standard in which the legislators 
might see pitfalls, and to that end only the 
main constituent of each product has been 
designated. This, however, was not the case 
in dealing with liquors, and the following 
list of adulterants was incorporated and 
their use prohibited: Cocculus indicus, 
chloride of sodium, copperas, opium, cayenne 
pepptr, picric acid. Indian hemp, strychnine, 
arsenic, tobacco, darnel seed, extract of log- 
wood, salts of zinc, copper, or lead. alum, 
methyl alcohol, and any of its derivatives.” 

They have used these things in the manu- 
facture of liquors,“ said Mr. Bryan, “and 
we think the legislators will agree with us 
that such adulterants are unnecessary.” 


Bill Exacts Cleanliness. 

Some of the other additions to the dairy 
law are: provision requiring that the cans, 
bottles, and other utensils, as well as the 
places where it is bottled and the cars in 
which it is hauled, must be kept clean; milk 
dealers to take cut a hicense; sale or adver- 
tisement for sale of milk preservatives pro- 
hibited; creameries to send the commis- 
sioner, on blanks furnished by him, statis- 
tical information of the products they handle. 

The bill also asks that the office force of 
the commissioner be materially strength- 
ened by the addition of a secretary, six addi- 
tional assistant chemists, and nineteen in- 
spectors. It asks that the commuissioner’s 
salary be increased to $3,500, the assistant 
commissioner’s to $8,000, and the assistant 
chemists’ be allowed not more than $1,500 
each. 


WITNESSES TELL COURT 
ABOUT CASH BUYERS’ UNION, 


Trial of Julius Kahn, Accused of Using 
Mails to Defraud, Under Way Before 
Judge Humphrey in Federal Court. 


The trial of Julius Kahn, former president 
of the Cash Buyers’ Union Codperative so- 
ciety, charged with using the mails to defraud 
purchasere of preferred stock, was resumed 
yesterday before Judge Humphrey. Assist- 
ant District Attorney Dobyns continued his 
statement of the allegations against Kahn, 
and Attorney W., 8. Forrest, counsel for 
Kahn, made his opening statement. 

Louls Becker, who formed the Cash Buyers’ 
union, which later was sold to the Standard 
Sewing Machine company, was the first‘ wit- 
ness. He told of making in two years a profit 
of over $40,000 from the Cash Buyers’ union 
owned by him, and said that under Kahn’s 
management for one year the concern lost 
$25,000. : 

H. W. Corning of Cleveland told of the 
purchase of the concern at the instance of 
Kahn by the Standard Sewing Machine com- 
pany, which desired to use the concern’s 
mailing list. This company paid $40,000, as- 
sumed debts amounting to $30,000, and made 
a contract with Kahn to run the business. 
Under the management of Kahn the business 
showed a loss of $22,300. Kahn purchased 
the business Aug. 28, 1903, paying $40,000 and 
giving notes amounting to $30,000, signed by 
the Cash Buyers’ union and indorsed by 
Kahn. 

Frederick W. Garban, East Orange, N. J., 
an attorney, told of the incorporation of the 
Cash Buyers’ Union First National Codpera- 
tive society, with a capital stock of $5,000,000, 
upon a working asset consisting of the assets 
of the Cash Buyers’ union. He told how per- 
sons without purchasing shares of stock 
elected directors and how the directors voted 
to give Kahn $2,500,000 in common stock in 
the concern, $40,000 in cash, and notes 
amounting to $30,000. The witness testified 
that the minutes for the alleged directors’ 
meetings were prepared in advance and 
signed at his request. This was an ordinary 
procedure, he said.

Mayor's ‘Foresightedness’ Proves 
Dear; His Experts and Ad- 
visers Denounced.

“T was sorry to see the report of the Mu- 
nicipal Voters’ league this morning. said 
Mr. Beale by way of introduction. “ I think 
it no less than an outrage. I don’t want to 
accuse any one, but I will say that nobody 
can be found who will not sometimes make 
mistakes. 

„With all due respect to Mayor Dunne, I 
must say that he has made mistakes. He 
made a serious mistake when he failed to sign 
the ordinance proposed for the Common- 
wealth Electric Light company some weeks 
ago. I say frankly that the comgany would 
not agree to it now. Mayor Dunne’s chief 
objection to it was that we might go ahead 
and issue more stock and bonds. He could 
have found out, however, without great dif- 
ficulty that we could do nothing of the kind, 
as all that we can issue now, under our 
mortgage, is second. third, or fourth mort- 

as the case might be, for the doubt- 
ful privilege of consolidating with the Chi- 
cago Edison company. In about three years 
that would have cost us. according to the 
terms of the ordinance, $1,000,000, and the 
city would have been receiving $150,000 a 
year compensation from the Chicago Edison 
company. I know the company would not 
accept that ordinance now if they hed the 
opportunity. 

, Raps Mayor and Advisers. 

“But to return to this charge of incom- 
petency that has been brought against the 
committee members. I know many members 
of the league, one of them is my family 
physician, and I have no doubt but that I 
can get that report changed. It was made, 
I belleve, upon a misapprehension.”’ 

Then Mayor Dunne asked Mr. Beale if his 
company still refused to permit experts ap- 
pointed by the city to go over its books, Mr. 
Beale said the company did not object to 
having some experts go over its books, 
but it wanted to have a voice in the selection 
of the experts. When pressed for further 
information regarding the experts, Mr. Beale 
talked sufficiently plain to silence even the 
mayor. 

“My company objects to experts whom 
you might appoint, Mr. Mayor.“ replied Mr. 
Beale. ‘“ They know that the kind of ad- 
visers who surround you are so prejudiced 
that we would not care to permit any experts 
they would select to go over our books.” 

This statement closed the question of ex- 
perts, and Mayor Dunne left the committee 
room a short time later. 


Still Another Expert Hired. 


During the afternoon the committee fired 
one more telephone expert. This expert— 
Walter F. Burgess—is to givea report merely 
on the telephonic conditions in Europe, for 
which the city is to pay him a lump sum of 
$500 and $25 a day for all time he spends 
in explaining his report to the committee. 

The city’s board of experts, meanwhile, had 
made a report upon the work that they were 
doing. Prof. Jackson told the committee that 
the board of experts probably would have 
the entire set of figures upon the Marufac-

M’CORMICK URGES STATUTE

Wants Law to Prevent Sale of Any 
Property Except Upon Which to 
Build Bridges. 


President McCormick of the drainage board 
at its meeting yesterday urged that the legis- 
lature be asked to pass a law prohibiting the 
sanitary district from selling any of its dock 
property except for the purpose of building 
bridges across the canal. 

Ane Western Electric company, after ne- 
gotiating for a lease and being told that the 
district would not seil it any property for the 
purpose of carrying on its manufacturing 
business, because it had adopted the policy 
of leasing the same in order to provide an in- 
come for its corporate purposes, has resorted 
to a condemnation suit, hiding behind the 
name of the Manufacturers’ Junction Rail- 
way company.“ said Mr. McCormick in his 
message. Thus once more we have an il- 
lustration of the lengths to which special in- 
terests will go to garner into their own purses 
the profits resulting from the $50,000,000 
spent by the taxpayers of the sanitary dis- 
trict of Chicago. It appears to me that the 
dock property along the drainage cana! 
should be given a greater protection than that 
afforded by the personnel of the board of 
trustees, and therefore suggest that the leg- 
islature be requested to pass a law prohibit- 
ing the sale of any dock property or of any 
permanent interest in the same excepting 
for the purpose of building bridges across 
the canal.“

BAILEY INQUIRY DRAGS 


INVESTIGATING BODY GETS LIT- 
TLE FROM GRUETT’S SON. 


Greater Part of Day Is Given Over to 
Evidence Concerning Fiataa ‘Let- 
ter—J. P. Gruett Jr. Admits Com- 
position and Authorship of Request 
to Bailey to Use His Influence with 
Pierce—Denies That an Attempt 
Was Made to Blackmail. 


Austin, Tex., Jan. 80.—[Special. ]—The leg - 
islative committee which is investigating 
the charges against Senator Bailey, examined 
only a few witnesses today. 

J. P. Gruett Jr. of St. Louis was on the 
stand the greater part of thé day. He for- 
merly was employed in the accounting de- 
partment of the ‘Waters-Pierce Oil company, 
and corroborated the testimony of his father 
in every detail. 

His testimony dwelt principally upon the 
Flatau letter written to Senator Bailey in an 
endeavor to secure his influence in the collec- 
tion of the sum of $28,000, the debt alleged 
to be Mr. Gruett Sr. by Mr. Pierce. 


Admits Authorship of Letter. 

The composition and authorship of the let- 
ter were not disputed by Mr. Gruett nor 
thet it was written to Bailey for the purpose 
of securing his assistance. He did, however, 
gay Flatau wae a friend of Senator Bailey 
and had no intention of blackmailing him or 
causing him any injury as a result of the 
letter or the reference to vouchers. 

„My idea was that Bailey could be induced 
to use his influence with Mr. Pierce,” Gruett 
declared. , 

He was asked if he and his father did not 
think the fact they had papers might place 
Mr. Bailey under obligations to them. He 
replied it might have something to do with it.

pealed for a term of years, except by an 
agreement to that effect between the two 
countries. 

President Roosevelt put this situation to 
the California delegation forcibly. ‘They 
were evidently impressed by the solution he 
offered of the serious difficulty, and were 
equally impressed with the statement made 


‘from the same source that the administra- 


tion would not consider such a treaty unless 
it could assure the Japanese that their peo- 
ple in this country would be given exactly 
the same privileges as other foreigners. 

The senators and representatives from Cal- 
ifornia were unable to speak for their home 
authorities, as a matter of course, and so 
it was arranged to have the schoo! officials 
come on and talk with the president and 
secre of state so that they might advise 
the people there that the administration here 
is not hostile to them, but has actually, out 
of all this agitation, found a way for a final

Passports permitting men to land 
at Hawaii and come to the United States 
are said to be obtained in Japan for money 

H. H. North, tmmigration commissioner 
at San Francisco, has sent a report to the 
department of commerce and labor in which 
he says that practically all of the Japanese 
recently ed from the steamships Ala- 
meda and oreea at San Francisco were 
brought here in violation of the contract 
labor law. The chaneelior of the Japanese 
consulate at Zan Francisco protested against 
the detention of his countrymen. They had 
already landed on American soil in Hawaii, 
and having been received there were entitled 
to land in San Francisco. ~ 

Commissioner North reporte that more than 
800 of these ts were undoubtedly 
recruited in Japan by the so-called Immin 
Kaisha, or immigration agencies, in San 
Francisco. Im his report the commissioner 
says: J 

The Japanese claim that in consideration 
of the payment to these agencies of a specified 
sum of money the passports are procured 
from the Japanese government permitting 
them to depart from Japan for the purpose 
of visiting Hawaii only. Tickets to Hawaii 
are furnished and they are guaranteed work 
either in the Hawailan islands or in some 
cases on the mainiand of the United States 
for a period of from one to three years.” 4 


PANAMA CANAL CONTRACT 
NOT LET TON. J. OLIVER. 


Official Statement from the White 
House Denies Reports in the Public 
Press, 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 30.—The follow- 
ing statement was made public at the White 
house tonight: 

Reports in the papers seem to indicate a 
belief that the canal contract has been con- 
ditionally awarded to Mr. Oliver. This is 
not so. No decision has been made even that 
the contract will be awarded to any of the 
bidders. a ( 

“Mr. Oliver's bid was so hopelessly defec- 
tive that it could not be even considered, and 
time was given him to complete it in sha 
that will enable it to receive consider 
ation. If it is put into such shape 
it will be considered together with the bid 
already made by the Gillespie-McArthur 
combination, which may itself be altered, 
and then whichever bid, after the most care- 
ful examination, seems most advantageous 
may be taken, or both bids rejected and 
the canal be constructed under the direct 
supervision of the government. In such 
case the government would, wherever it 
chose, use contractors simply as agents. 

“The real object in contracting the work 
is to have assembled a large number of the 
best specialists in each class of work, and 
the prime consideration will be the ability 
and fitness shown in a variety of directions 
by the men making the bid. The president 
and the commission would not even consider 
a bid of merely one or two'men. The work 
is already going well. Over 600,000 cubio 
yards were taken out of the Culebra cut in 
January, and the amount being taken out 
is steadily increasing.“

Tllincis Society Recommends Gulf and 
Lakes Connection in Petition to

Washington, D. 1 Jan. 80.—[ Special. }—

ATTEMPT TO LYNCH NEGRO FOR 
CHOKING PITTSBURG NEWSBOY 


Mob Beats Black and Bumps Heads of 
Protectors Against Stone Walls— 
Firemen Have to Aid Police. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Jan. 80.—C. A. Jackson, a 
negro, is locked up in the Central police sta- 
tion following an almost successful attempt 
to lynch him tonight by a crowd of several 
hundred persone in the heart of the business 
district. A number of unknown negroes who 
tried to protect Jackson were roughly used 
by the mob. Several women had to be taken 
to their homes suffering from nervous shock. 

A newsboy asked the negro to buy a paper. 
Jackson shoved him roughly into the street. 
The boy threw a stone and struck Jackson on 
the head. The negro began choking the boy. 

In a moment several men caught the negro 
and began beating him. Backed up against a 
building Jackson shielded his face with his 
arms while the crowd beat him and tore 
his clothes. About this time several other 
negroes endeavored to protect Jackson. The 
mob then turned its attention to Jackson's 
protectors, crying, ‘‘ Kill all the negroes.”’ 
The mob caught several and bumped their 
heads against the stone buildings. 


Jackson, temporarily forgotten, ran away, | 


pursued by hundreds. Finally the negro ran 
into the arms of several policemen, who at- 
tempted to hold back the crowd. They were 
fast losing ground when a large force of city 
firemen from a nearby engine house went to 
their aid. The police and firemen guarded 
the negro until a patrol wagon loaded with 
policemen responded to a riot call.
